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DETAILED ACTION 
Supplemental Reissue Oath/Declaration 

1 . In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .175(b)(1), a supplemental reissue oath/declaration 
under 37 CFR 1.175(b)(1) must be received before this reissue application can be 
allowed. 

Claims 1-36, and 50-72 are rejected as being based upon a defective reissue 
application under 35 U.S.C. 251. See 37 CFR 1.175. The nature of the defect is set 
forth above. 

Receipt of an appropriate supplemental oath/declaration under 37 CFR 
1.175(b)(1) will overcome this rejection under 35 U.S.C. 251. An example of acceptable 
language to be used in the supplemental oath/declaration is as follows: 

"Every error in the patent which was corrected in the present reissue application, and is not covered by 
a prior oath/declaration submitted in this application, arose without any deceptive intention on the part 
of the applicant." 

Note that the Reissue Declaration filed 02/15/00 does not cover the error being 
corrected by the claims 63-72 filed by the pre-amendment A dated 10/13/00. Please see 
MPEP 1414, item II, paragraph 1, and MPEP 1414.01. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§ 251, Recapture 

2. Claims 63-72 remain rejected under 35 U.S.C. 251 as being an improper 
recapture of broadened claimed subject matter surrendered in the application for the 
patent upon which the present reissue is based. See Pannu v. Storz Instruments Inc., 
258 F.3d 1366, 59 USPQ2d 1597 (Fed. Cir. 2001); Hester Industries, Inc. v. Stein, Inc., 
142 F.3d 1472, 46 USPQ2d 1641 (Fed. Cir. 1998); In re Clement, 131 F.3d 1464, 45 
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USPQ2d 1 161 (Fed. Cir. 1997); Ball Corp. v. United States, 729 F.2d 1429, 1436, 221 
USPQ 289, 295 (Fed. Cir. 1984). A broadening aspect is present in the reissue which 
was not present in the application for patent. The record of the application for the 
patent shows that the broadening aspect (in the reissue) relates to subject matter that 
applicant previously surrendered during the prosecution of the application. Accordingly, 
the narrow scope of the claims in the patent was not an error within the meaning of 35 
U.S.C. 251 , and the broader scope surrendered in the application for the patent cannot 
be recaptured by the filing of the present reissue application. 
Please see the previous Office action. 

Response to Arguments(Amendment D) 

3. Applicants' amendments and arguments filed 09/02/03 have been fully 
considered. 

i) In page 4, lines 3+, Applicants argued towards the obviousness double patenting 
rejections within section 5 on page 4 of the Office action mailed 03/31/03. It is noted that 
there are no Double Patenting Rejections upon US Patent No. 6,342,731 B1. 

In pages 5-7, regarding the Double Patenting Rejection, please see the above 
response and please also review the Office action mailed on 03/31/03, 

ii) Concerning Claims for Priority, please see PTO 326 

iii) Concerning Supplemental Reissue Oath/Declaration, please see paragraph 1 
above. 
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iv) Concerning Recapture Rejection, Applicants traversed the rejection. In pages 7- 

9, Applicants argued that ["More particularly, MPEP 1412.01 allows a reissue Applicant 
to claim an invention which was disclosed within Applicant's original disclosure, even if it 
was not claimed in the original patent. In the present reissue, Applicant is now claiming 
the original Fig. 33... .(see width of lead 3 verses a width of lead 4 in Applicant's Fig. 

32), as validity allowed by MPEP§1412.01. In terms of claim language, independent 

claim 63, for example, recites: "wherein a width of each of said first and second 
suspension leads at the vicinity of said intersecting portion is wider than that of each 
said first and second suspension leads of vicinities beyond said semiconductor chip."...] 
Note: there is no Fig. 33, and perhaps, the Applicants meant Fig. 32. Applicants' 
arguments in pages 7-9 are not persuasive because all claims are drawn to a 
semiconductor chip attached to leads via an adhesive, and in the specification, column 

10, lines 26+ (see US Patent No. 5,637,913), Applicants clearly teach the advantages of 
having the chip mounting portion smaller than the semiconductor chip. Further, the 
discussion regarding Fig. 32 does clearly support the arguments that limitations A and B 
are not particularly relevant to the present claims 63-72. 

The remarks are noted, however, as established above, the capture rejection is 
not withdrawn.
